A FAMILY of master forgers 
flooded Britain with so many 
fake £20 notes the banking 
system nearly collapsed. 
Detectives reckon the gang could 
have run off up to £25million a year 
on printing machines which were 
supposed to make Christmas cards. 


In 2005 alone, the Bank of England 
recovered more than £14 million-worth of 
£20 notes made by the gang. 

Police found a further £450,000 in a 
caravan and £22,000 in sheltered 
housing where an 85-year-old great grand- 
mother of the crime family lived. 
Millions more are still in circulation. 

Yesterday, riot police had to be called 
into court as nine members of the 
1l-strong gang were sentenced to over 41 
years in prison. 

Supporters of the forgers screamed 
death threats at court officials and police 
and hurled objects at them. 

Gang “mum” Tracy Byard, 41, 
collapsed in the dock and members of her 
family tried to force open the door of the 
secure dock to help her. 

Riot police split up the crowd, got the 
public and officials out of a side door and 
called for an ambulance. 


Dodgy 


Earlier the court had heard how two 
thirds of all the dodgy £20 notes 
circulating in 2005 were produced by the 
“family business” in “the largest 
counterfeiting case ever”. 

The gang ranged in age from 23 to 71 
years old and operated from workshops in 
east London and Essex. 

The court heard that the notes were pro- 
duced in three stages. The first involved 
the printing, then adding silver security 
foil and finally finishing the note off with 
a laser in a labour intensive scam. 

Tim Cray, prosecuting, told Snaresbrook 
Crown Court: “This conspiracy was 
regarded as a threat of the highest order 
to the banking system. 

“Tt also involved the production of coun- 
terfeit notes on an industrial scale.” 

Terrence Reife, 55, of Cheshunt, Herts, 
Londoners Anthony Williams, 50, of 
Hoxton, Keely Williams, 30, of Hoxton, 
James Brook, 64, of Dalston, and Paul 
Kemble, 42, of Islington all admitted con- 
spiracy to produce fake sterling and Euro 
notes. Gerald Byard, 63, of Hockley, 
Essex, admitted conspiracy to produce 
bogus sterling notes. 

Patrick Wingrove, 71, of Shoreditch 
admitted possession of counterfeit Euros 
and sterling. Tracy Byard, 23, of East 
Ham, Leigh-Nicole Byard of Benfleet, 
Essex, and Terrence Jackson, 58, of 
Rochford, Essex, were all convicted of 
conspiracy to make counterfeit notes. 

Michael Liddiard, 59, of Shoreditch, 
was convicted of conspiracy to make 
counterfeit 50 Euro notes. Liddiard and 
Keely Williams will be sentenced later. 

Mr Cray added: “Only the counterfeiters 
know how many fake bank notes they 
have put into circulation.”
